In keeping with the above policies, 
Dr. John de Heras was among the first citi¬ 
zens of Mexican descent who were appointed 
to such high level screening positions, thus 
insuring the members of the Spanish speak¬ 
ing communities a voice in the selection of 
top State Directorships as well as minor State 
positions. 

Among those who have been screened 
by the Viva Reagan Committee and Dr. John 
de Heras for high level positions are: Mr. 
Henry Carreon for member of the Governors 
Cabinet to serve as the executive llason of¬ 
ficer between the Governor and the peoples 
of Mexican descent for the State of Califor¬ 
nia; Armando Delgado, Chief Deputy Com¬ 
missioner of Insurance for the State of Cali- 
fornia;Mr. Mark Guerra as head of the Youth 
Authority Board for the State of California;

The heroic valor of the Mexican - 
American in war is being distinguished on 
the Vietnam front as has been in past wars 
and conflicts. Danny Hernandez, of New Me¬ 
xico, was awarded the Congressional Medal 
of Honor posthumously. Others have been 
awarded top medals for heroic actions in the 
field of battle. Another soldier, Richard 
Campos, 26 year old soldier from San Fran¬ 
cisco, was killed in action while on patrol 
with his unit in the Fourth Infantry Division 
on December 6. Richard had a hard life. His 
father, he never knew, his mother died when 
fee was two. His aunt raised him and in later 
he went from orphanage to orphanage, 
ñaáil he joined the Army. As a soldier, he 
wmá up to the rank of Sargeant and a leader 
of men. His body was unclaimed for two 
weeks until an uncle, James Campos of Sac¬ 
ramento was located through the publicity 
given. His uncle requested that his body be 
buried at thePrésidio in San Francisco: The 
American GI Forum was honored by the De¬ 
partment of the Army by allowing thirty re¬ 
served seats at the Presidio Chapel and twelve 
Honorary Pall Bearers. Burial was held on 
Saturday, December 31, 1966. Richard was 
another man who was proud to be an Ameri¬ 
can and proud to serve his country.

The quake lasted sixteen min¬ 
utes and it felt like a lifetime. The longest 
one in 1948 lasted thirty minutes where we 
were at and three hours in the center. Earth¬ 
quakes in Japan are like rain storms here. 
They come so often you even ignore them. 
Osaka was a lively town. There were three 
Cabarets. The International, the Kabuki and 
the Pacific Star. My friend Art Molina from 
New Mexico and I went to all three. Passes 
were issued permanently and we had leave 
every day from 4:30 p.m. to 1L 00 p.m. As 
time went by, us Mexican - American boys 
mastered the Japanese language to a point 
where the natives thought we were Nisei. 
Next issue, how to see Japan.

The year 1966 was certainly an inte¬ 
resting one. 

For once the Mexican-American or- 
ganizations stuck together and fought for

The feel¬ 
ing seems to be that if the Board of Supervi¬ 
sors wants to wreck the War on Poverty pro¬ 
gram, they'11 have to do it with their own little 
hands. We don't feel that the poor, the Me- 
xican-American organizations, organized la¬ 
bor or the religious groups will vote for re¬ 
structure. To do so would be to throw away 
all that was gained during the long siege that 
ended with the demise of Arthur Potts.
